that of the stadtselcherheit leads to belieTt* that the systews are not supplied 
to the intelligence service by one and t>:«« same organisation* Zither, the 
cypher section of the AJW has no connection with that of the Gestapo, or the 
intelligence aeonrices establish their own systens*
